1. Claims 1, 10-14, and 16-35 are pending. 

2. Based upon the Amendment filed January 17, 2007, the rejections under 35 
U.S.C.§112, 1 st and 2 nd paragraph, 35 U.S.C. §103 are withdrawn. 

3. Upon further reconsideration, the rejections of nonstatutory obvious type double 
patenting of copending application 1 1/270,391 in view of 6,890,937 and nonstatutory 
obvious type double patenting of copending application 10/747,796 in view of 6,890,937 
are withdrawn. 

4. Claims 1 , 10-14, and 16-35 are again rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
double patenting over claims of U. S. Patent No. 6,890,937 since the claims, if allowed, 
would improperly extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming 
common subject matter, as follows: 

The claimed subject matter overlaps. For instance, see claim 12 of the '937 
reference wherein Z is O; R 3 is G-A-R-E-Y; G is heteroaryl; A is a bond; R is aryl; E is 
-HNCO-; and Y is alkyl. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of 
the application, which matured into a patent. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158
